Tha Memphis Police Department has not ashed for the 
return of the evidence in this case. RAC Jensen, shortly after 
Mr. DeLoaeh 's trip to Menphls on April 5, 1968, expressed to DeLoaeh 
the fact that the Police Departnent might soon begin wondering whether 
they would receive a report. DeLoaeh later mentioned this thought on 
Jensen's part in conversation with the Director. Both SAC Jensen and 

I Inspector Joe Sullivan have indicated that there has been no request 
whatsoever on the part of the Memphis Police Department for this 
evidence to be returned. 

Inspector Zachary, Memphis Police Department, has expressed 
the opinion that ultimately the case would have to be tried as a murder 
case In Jocal courts. The First Assistant State Attorney General, 

Bobert Dwyer, has indicated an Interest In the evidence but has not made 
■any request for its return. 

The evidence has been maintained in the FBI Laboratory 
1 1 in view of the exhaustive and intensive Investigation being conducted 
1 1 by the FBI and principally because evidence continues to be accumulated 
1 1 as we develop additional information on the background, prior movements 
* and activities of the subject. Retention of the evidence has been 

particularly Important from the standpointfcat many of the items contained 
latent fihgerprint impression*. It was, of course, necessary that these 
impressions be compared with previously obtained material. 

CBS SHVATI QMS : 

The individual known as Brie Rtarvo Galt has now been 
identified as James Sari lay, a Bureau fugitive. This important 
identification, of course, places the case in a different light. We, 
therefore, now feel that it is not necessary to retain the evidence, 
which been already fully examined, and recommend that the evidence 
recovered by the Memphis Police Department be returned to that agency 
at this 'time. It is suggested, however, that the Department be consulted 
prior to -<thio action being taken*
